It was announced that, as a pre­ 
lim inary to the campaign, the chief 
would require that, all adjusters of 
motor vehicle headlights op erating 
at the 1500 officia.l testing stations 
in the state hereafter will he re­ 
quired to secure a license from the 
division before they will be p er­ 
m itted to mak e adjustm ents. 
M arsh said this move is p a rt of 
a general plan to rid the state 
of 
incom petent adjusters. 
“We want, men 
we 
are 
sure 
k now how to adjust lights,” 
the 
m otor vehicle chief 
said, 
adding 
tha t insp ectors of the division will 
at once begin a check up of all sta­ 
tions for the purpose of determ in­ 
ing if each station has a com petent 
man for the purpose. 
The inspec­ 
tors will give detailed instructions 
concerning the requirem ents of the 
law governing headlights. 
The licenses will be issued w ith­ 
out charge, but the adjuster
